Subject said that the symbolism in this 
motion did not appeal to certain people, it depicts the fact that life goes on 
and the struggle of the Ukrainian nation is passed on from generation to generation*

emotional?/ .moved by it. In answer to question if this dance is shown in Kiev, 
subject replied positivly.
